BCC Debt 


Lessened 


- Broome Community College 
had a defecit of $235,000 in 
tuition income this-fall, which 
was caused by a drop in student 
enrollment. This shortage has 
been reduced to $21,000. 


Fall enrollment for the 1976-77 
academic year is 3,841. There 
was a miscalculation in the 
projected number of students 
by approximately 168. This 
would mean that $54,600 that 
was estimated to be coming in 
as tuition money didn’t. 


The shortage was lessened by 

a surplus in last year’s budget. 

_ The leftover money came from 
conservation of energy, by way 


of using less fuel, and also the 
fact that some equipment that 
was ordered arrived after the 
31st of August (the end of the 
regular 1975-76 fiscal year), 


Those funds increased the 
surplus of money from tuition 
from $100,000 to $208,000. Out of 
state students also helped lower 
the defecit by $6,000 (their 
tuition went up this summer), 


It is expected that the debt of 
$21,000 will be deleted by 
postponing the purchasing of 
certain pieces of equipment and 
also shave the current ex- 
penses.

CCSA Happens

The Fall Conference of the Community College Student 
Assoication was held November 5, 6, and 7, 1976 at the Fulton- 
Montgomery Community College in Johnstown, N.Y. 

The C.C.S.A. is a collective body representing the 32 public 


community colleges in New York 


State. Enrollment at the com- 


munity colleges totals 154,000 full-time students. 


The body passed three resolutions which 


effect community 


college students in New York State. 

One resolution called on the New York State legislature to either 
increase or maintain at present levels the amount of state aid given 
to community colleges. A decrease in state aid would likely mean a 


tuition increase. 


Another resolution urged the state Education Department to 
change its motto from “‘. . . Let Each Become All He Is Capable of 
Being ...” to “‘. . . Let Each Become All He-She Is Capable of 
Being .. .’’ The resolution was passed by 28-17 ma jority. 

A resolution urging the decriminalization of marijuana was also 
introduced to the body. The resolution passed by an overwhelming 
majority with one delegate from Broome C.C., one delegate from 
North Country C.C. and two delegates- from Fulton-Montgomery 
C.C. strongly opposing the resolution for decriminalization on 


moral grounds. 


Kevin Tumey, of the Columbia-Greene Community College was 
re-elected president of the association and Robert Reels of the 
Hudson Valley Community College was elected vice-president.

Taylor to fit the problems of the 
individual. ; 

Each summer the Reading 
Center presents a course out of 
Purdue University teaching 
students how to study in college. 
The most efficient and orderly 
nethods of study are offered to 
anyone taking the course. 

Mr. Taylor first interested 
himself in reading and study 
techniques when he found 
himself in danger of flunking 
out after a year of college. He 
took some reading and study 
courses and with the knowledge 
he gained, vent on to produce 
one respectable average 
throughout his college career.

Book Review: 


Salem’s Lot is a shocker of 
epic proportions that at times 
can frighten even the toughest 
of readers. Stephen King is a 
shrewd manipulator of the 
pieces within a puzzle, and as 
each new gruesome act hap- 
pens, one can lay back in 
disbelief, waiting for each new 
shock to happen. 

The story starts with Ben 
Mears, a writer of failed books, 
who, in order to write a best- 
weller, decides to go back to the 
old homestead and investigate 
the horrors that have gone on at 
the Marsten House that stands 
over the town like a “‘King of the 
Hill’’. 

The house also begins the 
inherent terror in the tale, when 
a new tenant, an antique delaer, 
buys the house for himself, and 
his partner. 

Vampirism becoms the main 
theme of the story after the 
exposition. Loved and trusted 
people of the town die or 
disappear only to return as the 
walking dead, coming back for 
the friends they know will let 
them in, for the small towns 
people, although enophobic, 
trust their own a bit too much. 
As the legions of vampires 
grow, it soon becomes apparent 
that only those who have no one 
can save the town with the help 
of an intellectual whiz-kid, a 
chiid of a strange inner 
strength. 

The book, besides being 


gruesome and morbant at- 


times, generally uses 
psychological horror rather 
than physical for its greater 
effectiveness. 

Itis much more horrifying (at 
least as written), for a person 
that has to wait, uncertain of 
what will be around the next 
corner than for the thing to 
materialize itself. The scenes 
where former playmates come 
to the window, smiling 
satanically with their hypnotic 
eyes glowing, saying ‘‘Let me in 
...’’ are the best done and best- 
written scenes of the book; 
causing a general feeling of 
uneasiness in the reader. 

The sexual and moral ties of 
the community are also used by 
the King Vampire and his old 
assistant, an antique dealer like 
Renfield of Dracula, a man who 
wants an immortal life to do a

wide, variety of evil deeds. Like 
most evildoers, he possesses an 
impeccable manner and a gift 
for selling people items they 
don’t need while gabbing with 
them. At night this character 
changes, kidnapping children 
and driving his master around 
to sink his fangs. Two little boys 
traveling through some dark 
woods get the whole process in 
the motion with scenes of bodies 
rising in hospitals and funeral 
parlors, culminating in a series 
of strange ‘‘disappearances”’ 
and open graves. 

Stephen King shows himself 
to be ihe master of all forms of 
terror, a rare occurrence. He 
also handles violent scenes well, 
and itis all these circumstances 
that make a journey to Salem’s 
Lot a winning experience. But 
be careful of the body hanging 
in the attic which materializes, 
the man on the x-shaped cross, 
and any sterious urge to sleep 
the day away. 


Elizabeth Appelton is a novel 
of soap opera ineptitude about a 
society woman who marries a 
middle-class professor, but 
doesn’t love him. Only after a 
bitter love affair with a shiftless 
rich man who wants to marry 
her, and her _ husband’s 
charitable actions towards 
everyone does she realize that 
she loves him. Play the violins 
already. 

John O’Hara, even in his later 
years, could capture the talk 
and texture of a small town in 
Pennsylvania. The people of 
Spring Valley behave quite 
naturally for their time period, 
bragging about what schools 
their children go to, gossipping 
about people of the town, and 
generally making a nuisance 
out of their robot existences. 
The basic question that still. 
rings in the mind is “why?” 
When a writer has done it all 
befcre, doing the same scenes 
and changing the names is not 
satisfaction enough. The only 
thing left is the redundancy of 
an inconsequential story hashed 
over, and the intensely sen- 
timental ending, in which John 
Appleton talks about life as 
football game, seems to be the 
work of a Harlequin hack.

PDQ Bach Live 


Students of Broome Com- 
munity College will be massing 
at Carnegie Hall in New York 
City on December 26th, 28th and 
30th at 8:00 P.M. in order to 
protest the move by a group of 
eminent musicologists (from 
the American Musicological 
Junta( to suppress several 
newly discovered works by 
P.D.Q. Bach (1807-1742), the 
21st and oddest son of Johann 
Sebastian Bach. 

The works, which have 
recently come to light through 
the researches of Professor 
Peter Schickele, the world’s 
leading authority on P.D.Q. 
Bach and author of The 
Definitive Biography of P.D.Q. 
Bach (Random House, 1976), 
include the ‘“‘ ‘Howdy’ Sym- 
phony,” ‘‘The Royal Firewater 
Music,” and ‘‘Choral Carols For 
Christmas,’ which is scheduled 
to be sung by the Brooklyn Boys 
Chorus. 

The ‘‘ ‘Howdy’ Symphony,” 
which was discovered in an 
extremely fragmented form, 
but which is undergoing 
painstaking reconstruction by 
Professor Schickele, is of 
particular interest to. PDQ 
students since it was written 
during the composer’s Soused 
Period. Professor Schickele is 
able to closely date his 
discoveries of P.D.Q.’s music

through a method of his own 
device which entails analyzing 
the beer stein markings on a 
given fragment of music. This 
method of analysis is called the 
Stein Way. It is particularly 
helpful in dating works of the 
middle or ‘‘Soused Period”’ of 
P.D.Q. Bach’s life. The other 
major new work which will be 


premiered -- ‘‘The Royal 
Firewater Music’”’ -- has been 
placed in the shortest or 


“Contrition Period”’ of P.D.Q.’s 
life. 

Other works scheduled to be 
performed at~ Carnegie Hall 
include ‘the ‘‘Eine Kleine 
Nichtmusik”’ and the ‘‘Missa 
Hilarious,’’ which is being 
played again this season (in 
spite of popular demand) since 
it -represents the first non- 
secular P.D.Q. Bach work that 
Schickele has discovered. 

While attendance at the 
protest is free, tickets for the 
concerts on December 26, 28 or 
30 at 8:00 P.M. must be pur- 
chased.

A jubilant postgame
